AT THE RITZ 


Freshmen Tender Banquet to 
‘Second Year Arts’ Men. 


LARGE NUMBER PRESENT. 





Friendly Spirit Exists Between 
the Two First Years.

A banquet was tendered to the Arts 
Sophomores by the First Year men, in 
the Ritz-Carlton Hotel last night, 
The table was admirably set, and 
the dinner was of a very high order, 
After all had eaten to their hearts’ 
content, smokes were passed, and the 
dinner took on the aspect of a smoker, 
Marcil Gaboury, the Arts president, 
rose to do honour to The King, and 
this toast was followed by the National 
Anthem. R, G. Smart, the Arts Un- 
dergrad. president, followed with a 
toast to the Alma Mater. He lament- 
ed the fact that this year the Rush 
was merely a rush to the dinner table, 
but he pointed out that such a Rush is 
not the main factor to ensure college 
spirit, as is sometimes imagined. 
The buildings, the men themselves 
were the essentials of this spirit; 
the associations of college, the fellow- 
ship and fraternity we remember in 
later life have predominance over 
such an immaterial item as the Rus}. 
Dean Moyse repiied to this, but 
first he asked for three hearty cheers 
for McGill. _ Needless to say, his re- 
quest needed no urging, and the 
cheers were at once forthcoming. 
The Dean dwelt first on the college 
colours, which alone inspired admira- 
tion for McGill, for the colours are all 














































ness and honour, with red, the Colour 
of affection for the Alma Mater, and 
white the colour of purity and honesty, 
to be our beacons through life, He 
expressed his appreciation at the 
manner in which the Rush has been 
abolished, explaining that the aboli- 
tion was ever his desire and aim, and 
he hoped that conditions of this 
autumn will continue in the future. , 

McGill's share, her noble contribu- 
tion of over 2,500 men, of which some 
400 have been killed and nearly 400 
have receifed marks of distinction, 
toward the utter collapse of Prussian 
militarism, is a record to be proudly 
| placed on the annals of college his- 
tory, and the Dean wished to lay 
special stress upon it. In concluding. 
he read some very interesting extracts 
from Dean Adams’ letter, in which he 
gave a very vivid description of man- 
fer in which the men overseas. recelv- 
ed the news of the signing of the arm- 
istice, 

The British Empire was fittingly 
honoured by G. M, Webster, the Arts 
'22 vice-president. He spoke in a very 
lively manner, and summarized the 
parts that all #be races had played. 
He followed this by quoting Lloyd 
George, eulogizing the part played br 
women in the great world-conflict. Dr. 
Macnaughton responded, citing R. M. 
C, as a splendid and striking example 
played by the student-body of the Em- 
pire in taking up the cause Tostered by 
German learning and later smashed 
materially by Britain’s learning--the 
universities of the Empire. He show- 
ed how Germany’s hopes of winning 
through the looseness of the British 
Colonies was groundless, and propos- 
ed the German national animal br
